GRAIN  STOCKS  AT  RECORD  LEVELS 


Wheat  stocks  of  more  than  1.  ^ billion  bushels  are  the  largest  October  1 
stocks  of  record.  The  carryover  of  more  than  a billion  bushels  of  old  corn  exceeds 
the  previous  record  by  11  percent.  Record  stocks  of  each  of  the  four  feed  grains-- 
corn,  oatSj  barley  and  sorghum  grain  add  to  a total  of  63,  2 million  tons --the 
largest  in  the  nine  years  for  which  comparable  records  are  available.  These  data 
on  stocks  in  all  positions  are  assembled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  from  the 
various  sources  --  stocks  at  terminals  as  reported  to  the  Grain  Division  of  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service;  grains  reported  by  Commodity  Stabilization 
Service  as  Government-owned  grain  stocks  in  bins  and  other  storage  under  CCC 
control  and  in  transit;  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  for  stocks  on  farms, 
at  merchant  mills  and  at  interior  mills,  elevators,  and  warehouses. 

Stocks  of  1,  740  million  bushels  of  wheat  stored  in  all  positions  onOctober 
1 were  the  largest  for  the  date  in  the  comparable  series  beginning  in  1935,  The 
total  is  nearly  4 percent  larger  than  a year  earlier,  the  previous  record  holdings, 
and  42  percent  larger  than  average.  The  stocks  total  is  nearly  double  the  1955 
production,  reflecting  the  record  large  carryover  of  old  wheat  on  July  1. 

-Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  1,  325  million  bushels,  6 percent  larger  than  a 
year  earlier,  were  a record  total  for  the  date,  with  holdings  at  record  levels  for 
ail  off-farm  positions  except  merchant  mills.  In  contrast,  farm 
million  bushels  on  October  1 were  3 percent  below  a year  ago  and  the  smallest 
for  that  date  since  1940, 

The  off-farm  total  includes  449  million  bushels  at  terminals,  about  6 per- 
cent more  than  a year  earlier,  the  previous  record.  The  594  million  bushels  in 
interior  mills,  elevators,  and  warehouses  represent  record  holdings,  being  10 
percent  larger  than  last  year,  the  previous  record.  Merchant  mill  wheat  stocks 
totaled  141  million  bushels,  well  below  the  159  million  bushels  held  a year  ago 
and  only  moderately  above  the  average  stocks.  The  Commodity  Credit  Corpora- 
tion had  141  million  bushels  of  wheat,  a record  total,;  stored  in  bins  under  CCC 
control,  aboard  ships  in  the  "mothball  fleet,"  and  in  transit  to  ports,  Other 
Government-owned  wheat  is  included  in  the  estimate  for  the  position  where  stored. 

Rye  stocks  of  37.  8 million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  October  1 
were  the  second  largest  of  record  and  l6  percent  larger  than  stocks  a year  earlier. 
Farm  stocks  of  rye  at  19,2  million  bushels,  the  largest  since  October  1943, 
accounted  for  more  than  half  of  the  total  stocks.  Stocks  of  rye  at  interior  mills 
and  elevators  of  nearly  8 million  bushels  were  nearly  double  the  previous  year 
and  the  second  largest  of  record.  Stocks  on  farms  and  at  interior  mills  and 
elevators  accounted  for  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  total  stocks. 

Carryover  of  old  corn  in  all  positions  on  October  1 is  estimated  at  a 
record  high  of  1,  024  million  bushels.  This  exceeds  by  one-ninth  the  920  million 
bushel  carryover  a year  ago  and  is  far  above  the  769  million  bushels  on  October  1, 
1953,  Record  holdings  by  CCC  in  their  own  bins  account  for  more  than  half  the 
total  stocks.  Disappearance  of  old  corn  from  all  positions  during  the  July- 
September  quarter  was  553  million  bushels,  about  66  million  bushe^l$i%b6lre'^h^^^‘rf‘^

Oats  stocks  of  1,431  million  bushels  on  October  1 this  year  were  the 
largest  ever  held,  These  large  holdings  were  mainly  due  to  the  record  1955  pro- 
duction which  was  generously  supplemented  by  the  largest  carryover  of  old-crop 
oats  in  history.  Stocks  of  both  off-farm  and  on-farm  were  sharply  above  last  year, 
but  as  usual  for  the  October  1 date,  about  nine-tenths  of  the  total  stocks  was  on 
farms. 

Barley  stocks  in  all  positions  on  October  1 are  estimated  at  397  million  • 
bushels,  the  largest  in  the  13  years  of  record.  The  large  stocks  reflect  this 
year’s  near-record  production,  Farm  stocks  of  253  million  bushels  representing 
64  percent  of  the  total,  have  been  exceeded  only  once  in  the  past  17  years,  and  off- 
farm  stocks  were  the  largest  of  record. 

Stocks  of  old  crop  sorghum  grains  in  all  positions  October  1,  estimated  at 
74  million  bushels,  were  the  largest  of  record.  This  was  far  above  last  year’s 
total  of  22  million  and  compared  with  the  previous  high  of  60  million  bushels  on 
October  1,  1950,  About  93  percent  of  the  current  stocks  were  held  in  off-farm 
positions  and  almost  all  of  the  latter  represents  CCC  holdings,
